Picking 
A Turkey 


E. J. Lawless, Jr., poultry m ar­ 
keting specialist of the Pennsyl­ 
vania departm ent of agriculture, 
gives the following 
pointers to 
aid inexperienced housewives in 
selecting 
a

turkey 
for 
Thanksgiving. 
“For a good roaster the end of 
the keel bone should be reason­ 
ably soft. 
If this bone is stiff 
and hard, chances are you are 
picking an old bird which may 
cause some anxiety when you 
find it is necessary to cook it 
longer in order to obtain the de­ 
sired tenderness. 
"The bird th at has good m eat 
on the breast and back indicates 
a well fed, tender bird. Thinness 
does not indicate such a bird will 
not cook up to the best advan­ 
tage. 
“In picking a turkey, you can 
determ ine the best one partly by 
the apeparance of the skin. 
A 
yellowish skin bird indicates th at 
there is some fat present, while a 
pale skin indicates th a t there is 
little or no fat. A bird with some 
fat will roast m uch nicer than 
one which has no fat. 
“If the skin is soft and pliable, 
you can depend on a good bird. 
If the skin is course and rough, 
you can be fairly certain th a t the 
bird is somewhat tough.”

A THOUSAND or more silent watchers in colored garbs line the walls 
* * 
of the place in which I write. 
Nothing stirs in the room, save the 
click of the keys from the machine that impress my words to a white 
sheet of paper. 
Outside, the hum of the city rolls into the night air. But these Silent 
watchers, the books that hover above me, vibrate something deeply 
precious in understanding. I shall never read them all, as I shall never 
know intimately but a very few’ of the thousands of human beings that 
it is my privilege to know’ by name. 
The passage from a little book by W. J. Dawson, published over 30 
years ago, comes to me. Here it is: 
"Some of us have to be defeated in this life. We cannot all draw 
prizes, but we can remember that, whatever we may suffer in the buffet­ 
ings of circumstance, there is still left a wide realm not wholly destitute 
of beauty, where we may live at least with usefulness and serenity. We 
can make friends with books.” 
These are the intimates into whose written spirit we may enter at 
will, and from whose pages we may drink and quench much of the thirst 
of our soul. 
Today I bought another edition of a beloved book. It had been the 
property of someone I know not who. 
But. as I read it again. I came 
repeatedly to passages that had been marked, many of which I too, had 
marked in copies previously bought. It was a small edition, bound in 
vellum, soiled from use, or perhaps loving handling. Both, undoubtedly. 
I wondered into w’hose heart the blessed passages had entered. An inti­ 
mate book—for long one of my own intimates. 
These book intimates of ours continually explain to us—but to them 
our voice is as the silence of the hidden earth. We can criticize them — 
but their answer returns like a breath, inaudible—"what I have said, I 
have said”—and nothing more.
